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A  Brief  Bibliography  of  Irish  History. 

The  most  valuable  material  for  Irish  history  will  be  found  in 

the  Reports  of  the  Historical  MSS .  Commission ,  the  Irish  Record 
Publications ,  the  Calendars  of  Documents  and  of  State  Papers 
relating  to  Ireland  ;  also  in  the  various  collections  of  Irish  Annals , 
principally  O’ Donovan’s  edition  of  the  Annals  of  the  Four  Masters . 
The  British  Museum  Catalogue  of  Irish  MSS.,  and  the  Subject  Index , 
the  sections  on  Irish  Bibliography  in  the  Cambridge  Modern  History , 
and  the  4  lists  of  works  relating  to  Ireland  ’  in  the  Bulletin  of  the 
New  York  Public  Library  (1905),  should  also  be  consulted.  For  a 
minute  account  of  the  early  sources  consult  E.  O’Curry’s  Lectures  on 
the  Manuscript  Materials  of  Ancient  Irish  History ,  Dublin,  1861 
(out  of  print);  reprinted  1873.  For  44  Yaria  ”  on  Special  Periods 
cp.  the  Index  to  the  Transactions  of  the  Royal  Irish  Academy 
and  the  Index  to  the  Journal  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Antiquaries 
of  Ireland.  Refer  also  to  the  many  periodical  publications,  such  as  the 
Revue  Celtigue ,  or  the  Ulster  Journal  of  Archceology ,  which  relate  to 
various  phases  of  Irish  archaeology  and  history. 

The  number  of  contemporary  pamphlets  on  Irish  subjects  from 
Tudor  times  onwards  is^very  great,  and  most  of  them  are  out  of  print 
and  difficult  to  obtain.  Catalogues  of  second-hand  books  relating 
to  Ireland  are  issued  periodically  by  Messrs.  Hanna  and  Neale, 
Dublin,  which  often  contain  books  marked  o.p.  in  this  Bibliography. 
Bibliographical  notes  will  be  found  in  many  of  the  works  referred  to 
below. 

There  are  no  really  good  histories  of  Ireland  that  cover  the  whole 
period  from  the  earliest  times  up  to  the  present.  The  best  short 
summaries  of  Irish  history  are  : — J.  P.  Gannon’s  Review  of  Irish 
History ,  London  (Fisher  Unwin),  1900,  o.p.,  and  C.  Walpole’s  Short 
History  of  Ireland ,  London  (Kegan  Paul),  1908,  6s. 

Sound  and  useful  books  on  Special  Periods  are  not  numerous, 
because  most  writers  on  Irish  historical  subjects  have  been  animated 
by  a  political  bias.  The  titles  alone  of  many  works  will  suffice  to 
indicate  this  defect.  Valuable  articles  on  Irish  historical  personages 
will  be  found  in  the  Dictionary  of  National  Biography .  See  also
